Earlier, Turner, Bailey 
and, the other defendants 
watched as about a fourth of- 
the 191 prospective jurors 
asked to be excused from 
the trial. The' defendants 
have been charged with 28 
counts of mail fraud linked 
- to the promotion of Turner 
pyramid sales businesses.
